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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior arts of record do disclose a method and device for ascertaining a center of gravity 
height of a motor vehicle disclosed in claims 1 and 1 1 in which the center of gravity height of the 
vehicle is ascertained as a function of the variable representing the rolling motion and the 
variable representing lateral acceleration only in predefined driving conditions, the predefined . 
driving conditions is a function of a change in a roll rate per unit of time. The arguments 
provided in the appeal brief in pages 8-12 highlight the difference of the above claimed subject 
matter from the cited references.
